However,
it has been sald by members of the
erew of the dredge that her boilers are
in need of repair, and some of the re-
cent agitators, who complained be-
cause of their differences with Cap-
tain Dunbar, have sald the dredge
would be unable to do good work un-
lesa repairs were made.

had no authority to fix a4 bond. If ar-
rested, the defendants must réemaln In
jall untll relensed on bonds fixed by
some court.

There 18 & possibiiity that the pres-
ent grand jury will hear the charges.
Two days' time is estimated to be all
that will be reqquired to present the
matter to the grand jury, and the
present grand jury has five days of Its
sesslon left and it may find time to
dispose of the matter.
